The second reading passed and the 
House went into committee under the 
the chairmanship of Dr. King. 

Mr. Wells asked for fuller explanation 
of sub-section (dt clause 2. Did it in- 
volve any considerable or unnecessary 
expense? 

Mr. .1. II. Hawtliornthwaite (Nanui- 
mo) said that all that was aimed lit 
was some simple lessons in "first aid" 
should be required in order to afford 
better protection to human life. The 
rule had been adopted in England and 
worked admirably. 

Mr. Pntersou (Islands) raised the ob- 
jection that some men were constitu- 
tionally unable to approach an injured 
comrade to render aid. He favored a 
certain percentage of the workmen 'being 
qualified to render assistance, instead of 
the whole number being required to 
qualify. 

Mr. Hawtliornthwaite urged that this 
rule was intended mainly to apply to 
individual accidents where one or n few 
men are injured. In such eases a man 
might die while they were fetching a 
qualified man from some other part of 
the mine. To he effective the aid mils', 
be instant, an injured miner, for instance 
would often bleed to death, or die of ex- 
haustion while help was being fetched. 
The idea was that every official should 
have a little elementary knowledge so 
tin! t it would in every case he available. 

.Air. Parker Williams (Newcastle) 
claimed that no persons could possibly do 
this work as well as the officials who 
were traveling the mine constantly. It 
was not a medical course that was pro- 
posed, but such simple elementary 
knowledge as could easily be acquired. 

Hon. It. Mcltride said that he was al- 
ways glad to assist in forwarding any 
legislation which added to the security 
of the miner. His calling was most haz- 
ardous* under any circumstances mid it 
wins the duty of the government to ren- 
der it as safe as possible. The mines of 
this province were furnished with every 
modern irrmliance to render aid in case 
of accident and this bill was strictly 
in line with what had been done and 
with the policy of the government. He 
felt, the duty and responsibility of deal- 
ing with this question in the interests ot 
the miners. 

Mr. W. C. Wells (Pulliser) still op- 
posed. He thought the officials, of a 
company should not be hampered in 
looking after the mine in order to attend 
to the injuries of one man. He .should 
look after the general safety of the mine. 

Hon. F. Carter-Cotton said no doubt 
any competent ofllcial would do what be 
thought most urgent under the circum- 
stances of each accident. A sensible 
official would not endanger the lives of 
a hundred men in order to at I end to one. 
Officials bad some intelligence, and used 
some discretion. He endorsed the meas- 
ure as a Immune ami practicable one. 

The bill passed through committc and 
was reported. 

The following were the clauses under 
discussion: > 

2. "(d.) A candidate for a certificate 
of competency as manager, overman, 
slilftboss, or sliotllghter, shall pfoduce a 
certificate from a duly qualified prac- 
titioner showing that he has taken a 
course in ambulance work tilting him, 
the said candidate, to give first aid to 
men injured in coal mining operations."

The lirst shock of the earlhquake 
Jj ' which caused so miich damage 
and loss of life in the province of 
Esmeraldas was felt on January 31, the 
disturbance continuing until February ti. 
The inhabitants, panic-stricken, aband- 
oned their homes, ami families are still 
livimr in the open air, fearing a repeti- 
tion of the shocks. A. church in the city 
of Esmeruldas, a house occupied as a 
barracks and a boys' school, collapsed. 
Business houses suffered heavily, especi- 
ally those of dealers in glassware. 

At Porte Vargas Torres the panic was 
great, and several persons were killed 
under the ruins of falling houses. At La 
Tolalwenly three houses collapsed, and 
all the rest of the houses in the place 
were greatly damnired. In the neigh- 
borhood of Fori Limores 

Four Small Islands Disappeared 
These Islands were inhabited by fisher- 
men, who escaped in small boats, in 
which they were at sea for three days 
until the water became sufficiently calm 
to enable them to reach I he mainland. 
Hsmorahlus -was nearly inundated by a 
tidal wave, which entered the port, 
Hooding the principal streets. 

All the inhabitants ran for the moun- 
tains in the neighborhood. All the towns 
in the provinces of Ksmeraldas and Man- 
tibi were greatly damaged and especi- 
alh' Rio Verire. Cainerones. LaTola, Li- 
moncs, Bourbon and Finguaigau svith 
the most of the inhabitants are homeless, 
In the Colombian towns of Mosqticra, 
San Juan and Domingeril-/, more than 
three hundred persons perished. At Bar- 
bacon;; severe earthquake was felt. Al 
Popnyan several houses were badly dam- 
aged. At Toqucrros, live persons perish- 
ed under the ruins of falling houses, bill 
at Bllga and Carthage there was no 
damage done. Mntiiznless suffered heav- 
ily. At Pericra the tower of a church 
fell.

This contract ensures the pro- 
tection of the Countess' fortune against 
being absorbed in the present contro- 
versy and also prevents the Count's 
creditors from taking legal action against 
the Countess.

New York, Feb. 15.— The special 
scale committee of the union anthracite 
mine workers of Pennsylvania appeared 
before the presidents and other officials 
of the coal mining companies here to- 
day and stated m general terms the 
proposition they desired the operators 
to grant, and then retired to formulate 
in detail the demands. Before the con- 
ference adjourned the sub-committees of 
seven men each were appointed, one 
representing the miners and the other 
operators, to take up jointly the ques- 
tions at issue and endeavor to reach an 
agreement. When these committees 
have completed their work they will 
make a report to the conference. 'The 
utmost good feeling prevailed during 
the meeting, and there tire many signs 
that all mutters at. issue may no set- 
tled without resort to striking. 
Operators Heady to Proceed. 

That tli<! mine workers were not pre- 
pared to go ahead with the negotia- 
tions came as a surprise to the oper- 
ators, as they hud been led to believe 
that the miners hail perfecteTT their 
case. The operators were prepared to 
proceed. 

Every coal company in the anthra- 
cite region was represented. President 
.Mitchell of the miners union was the 
spokesman for the employees and made 
a speech that was well received by the 
operators. The meeting was held be- 
hind closed doors in the general offices 
of the Trunk Line association, and last- 
ed less than an hour. 

The following joint statement wars is- 
sued after the meeting: There was a full 
representation or the mine owners and 
workers at the meeting called to order, 
with Mr. Council in the chair. 

Mr. Mitchell addressed the meeting 
and stated in general tonus the propo- 
sition desired by the miners. He said 
that tho same had not been entirely for- 
mulated in detail.

This completed the evidence and tho 
committee adjourned.

PACIFIC COAST 



An Interesting Report Presented 
at Meeting of Cabinet Held 
on Wednesday. 



A special despatch from Ottawa, 
dated yesterday, says that an interim 
report of the commission appointed to 
Investigate the fisheries of the Pacific 
Coast was up for consideration at 
Wednesday's cabinet meeting. 

The report emphasizes the necessity 
of an early adjustment of the differ- 
ences between the provinces and the 
Dominion on fishery matters, and also 
suggests that u definite declaration is 
desirable as to the territorial or non- I 
territorial nature of tin; waters of 
Hecate Straits, where extensive for- 
eign fishing is now carried on. liefer- j 
ence is made to tho 

Dangor of Overcrowding Canneries j 
on the Skeena River, Rivers Inlet and 
other northern localities, which the 
commission regarded as somewhat | 
serious, and recommended that a Um- I 
itatlon be Imposed. Some suggested 
that the most feasible limitation would! 
be the issuing of boat licences by thefl 
Dominion. 

Another recommendation asks for a I 
survey of the fishing banks to be car- | 
rled on by experts with a view, of 
showing th<! limits of the deep-sea 
resources of the province and the loca- 
tions of schools of salmon before they 
migrate up the rivers. It is recom- 
mended that there should be an in- 
crease in the number of patrol vessels 
to suppress extensive poaching in the 
harbors and inlets on the west coast 
of Vancouver Island, and on the coast 
of the province generally. The work 
of removing artificial and natural ob- 
structions to salmon ascending tho 
rivers is approved, and its extension is 
asked for. 

The report closes with recommenda- 
tions for more powerful snagboats on 
the Skeena River.

The adjourned debate on the hill for 
reducing tne hours of labor in smelters 
Was then proceeded with. 

Debate on Smelter Bill 

Hon. It. McBrido said this was prac- 
tically the same us last year. It was 
then clearly demonstrated that if it were 
passed much injury would have been 
done. The mining and smelter indus- 
tries would suffer, smelting work would 
be transferred across the line, and pro- 
jected expenditures would be abandoned. 
He still entertained the same views. lie 
admited that the conditions of this labor 
were anything but perfect but many 
improvements bud been mniU which 
tended to mollify those conditions. Ah 
a result of last year's debute much had 
been done to better the conditions, and 
at many of the smelters mutual arrange- 
ments had been made Which were work- 
ing admirably and it would in his opinion 
be wrong to interfere. The industries 
of British Columbia were now getting 
on their feet and it would be disastrous 
to.no anything that would mar the pro- 
gress of what promised to become rhe 
greatest smelting district on the t-OTiti- 
UCUt. Ill view of these facts he asked 
them not to support this measure but to 
allow things to take the name course as 
at last session. 

Mr. J. H. Brown (Greenwood) pointed 
out that the Premier was hardly correct 
in saying that wiis bill was the same ns 
that of last year. He thought Mr. Dav- 
idson had shown great moderation in 
drafting this bill, which applied only to 
men in actual contact with the process 
of smelting. Last year's bill included 
every class of labor- employed by u 
smelter company. Further Inst year no 
urgent demand hud been made by the 
workmen; now they had before them 
petitions signed 'by thousands of work- 
men. He denied that any credit was 
due to the government for the better 
conditions now prevailing, and the 
agreement concluded between the smeller 
conmpanies and their employees. It was 
the lender of the opposition who had 
brought it about. What, was now sought 
was to legalize and render permanent 
the conditions mutually arranged. There 
was an exact precedent in the case of 
the eight-hours bill for coal mines. The 
shorter hours were lirst adopted by ar- 
rangement in the case of some mines 
and then rendered imperative for all by 
legislation. 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow pointed out that the 
previous speaker was wrong; the bills 
were identical. 

Mr. Ha wthornthwaito said there was 
one -word different — "handling" — which 
made all the difference. 

Mr. Pffltcrson (Islands) said be would 
never vote for any measure that pre- 
vented a Workiugiuaii from selling his 
labor for ns many hours as ho liked. Our 
mining and smelting industries were 
making splendid progress; why pass 
legislation to check the progress'.' Such 
measures an this were bad for employers 
and workers alike. The only ultimate 
determination of this mutter was tlio 
law of supply and demand. The indus- 
tries of this province. Jived in terror from 
the day tho parliament met until it rose 
because they feared more of this class 
legislation. They could not afford to 
burden the province witli a handicap 
which would prevent them from prOeper- 
ili" in competition with Other mining 
districts not similarly handicapped. If 
they passed this measure, u drop in the 
present high price of metals would par- 
alyze the province, There were many 
other good grounds for opposing the bill 
but to him these were sutllelont. 

Mr. Parker Williams (Newcastle) said 
the Premier had lost, sight of one feature 
of an investment. He apparently thought 
that an industry was always a weakling 
at first and got stronger as it progress- 
ed. That was not always wo. Just ns 
soon us an industry got strong enough 
it would dominate even the legislature 
itself. Today the mining industry was 
sum II enough to permit the House to 
deal witli it. but in the future when our 
S'JO.tXIO.OOO bad become $100,000,000 it 
would be represented on the Boor of tins 
House by so many corporation members 
that, it could uol be touched. If the 
House ever wished to regulate the hours 
of labor it would never lie so easy as 
now., lie never wished io gel rich by- 
working twelve hours, but as few hour's 
as ho could and he doubted whether he 
was different in that respect from, every I 
other member. As to the "terror" of 
the House, he challenged Mr. Paterson 
to name one piece of such terrifying leg- 
islation. In spite of terrifying conditions 
the population of the province 1ms more 
than doubled in the last ten years. Tim 
average production of the British Ccrium- 
biu workinguian was greater than in any 
other province in Canada. This did not 
show thai it had been retarded by legis- 
lation. Ha claimed that natural con- 
ditions for smelliifg in British Columbia 
were so favorable thai thrir yas no ex- 
cuse for not making the conditions of 
labor as easy as possible. As to the 
threat of our ores going to the United 
Stales for smelting that would in- 
volve taking the coal out after it to 
uniolt it — an absurd proposition. He 
claimed thai the price of copper did not 
regulate either hours of labor or wages. 
The miner who worked in a "thin" vein 
received the same wage as the man who 
worked in a wide vein, nit hough the 
grade of the ore differed as much as the 
si/.e of the vein. The question was: 
should Hie twelve hours be reduced to 
eight, or tne eight hours lie raised to 
twelve'.' 

Mr. G. Frnscr (Grand Forks) support- 
ed the hill last year, hut |i Lllcl not do 

so this year because the amicable ar- 
rangement" between the smeller "com- 
panies and their employees had effected 
ail that was desired and there was no 
need for interference. 

The debate was adjourned on the mo- 
tion of Mr. F, vn ns. 

Mr. Price Ellison moved the second 
rending of the "Telephone kill." He said 
it was never contemplated Mini there 
should be a monopoly in this public util- 
ity, hut the British Columbia Telephone 
Company was the greatest monopoly in 
tne provnee. In fact he believed in' 1 lie 
public ownership of all public utilities. 
The House hud uudortakoil (to regulate 
railway rates Willi Hie best of results. 
Tney had also regulated other tiling 
Which interfered with invested capital, 
the "Logging hill" for instance Why 
not then regulate telephone rates',' There 
was not so much money invested in the 
British Columbia Telephone Company 
ns wus generally supposed. He was not 
in favor of the dual, system, but this 
was no argument; against the regulation 
of rales, hot the municipal authorities, 
and in tlio final iHSite the Lieut. -( Jover- 
nor in council have (he deciding voice, 
While it was their duly (o protect invest- 
ed capital of all kinds there was no rea- 
son -why rules should not he cleall with 
by some nnthoritv. He hoped the day 
was not. fur distant when the province 
would own tho telephone system. 

Mr. Powser( Vancouver) pointed out 
that lib section 7 dealt with public hinds

Mr. John Houston (Nelson) — Why

Mr. John , Oliver (Delta) said this 
clause went no further than a similar 
Clause in most private bills. ;

Mr. J. IF Hiiwthornthwiiile said he 
did not often And liims«3f in accord with 
the member for Vernon, but in this mat- 
ter they were at one. it was a remark- 
able development to see a Conservative 
advocating this measure. 

Mr. John Oliver (Delta) said that one 
of the planks of the platform on which 
the member for Vernoni was elected wus 
public ownership of telephones, ami he 
wus therefore perfectly consistent with 
his present attitude. 

Mr. W. Davidson (Slocuifi strongly 
fifunoorted -the bill as he was convinced 
that it was for the public benefit;, it 
destroyed a capitalistic privilege. It 
protected tho public against the owner. 
It established a principle that would 
grow with time and alternately become 
far-reaciiiug. 

■nr. U. Hall (Victoria) proposed to 
vote for no policy of repudiation. This 
Company had spent: millions of dollars in 
good faith and had given u good service. 
If the British Columbia Telephone Co. 
were ever taken. over it should be by the 
federal government. The province could 
not afford to do it. 

Mr. Price Ellison (Vernon) said surely 
rei'ulalion of rates was not repudiation. 

The debate was adjourned. 

Mr. Parker Williams (Newcastle) 
moved the second reading of the Master 
and Servants Act. the only object of 
which was to put an end to the present 
system of keeping IB days' wages in 
band. The full lext is ns follow**: 

An Aid to amend the Master and Ser- 
vant Act. 

His '.Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Legislative Assembly 
of the province of British Columbia, en- 
acts as follows: 

1. This net may be cited ns the Master 
and Servant Act Amendment Act, 1000. 

2. The Master and Servant Act, being 
chapter 131 of the Revised Statutes, 
1807. is hereby amended by adding 
thereto, after section 7, the following 
section: — - 

"7A.. (I.) Every workman, employee 
or servant. Where the rate of wages does 
not exceed four dollars per day, shall he 
paid at intervals not to exceed two 
weeks. 

"(2.) In case of n workman, employee 
or servant ceasing to work or being dis- 
charged, all wages due such person shall 
be paid forth with. 

CJ.) Xo contract for wages shall bo 
entered into that provides for payment 
Of wages at longer intervals than once 
in two weeks. 

"(4.) Any employer, or the agent of 
niir employer, who contravenes tho pro- 
visions of this section shall be liable to 
a penalty not execedini: fifty dollars." 

Mr. W, J. Bowser (Vancouver) oppos- 
ed on the ground that there was no de- 
mand on the part of the workingmen for 
this measure. It involved breach of con- 
tract and a disturbance of amicable 
business relations. It was a class of 
legislation iluit should not lie encour- 
aged. 

Mr. W. Davidson (Slocan) said the 
member for Fertile should certainly sup- 
port the bill, for it was endorsed by his 
constituents. 

Air. W. It. Boss—Only endorsed by a 
part, but opposed by another part. 

Mr. Davidson— Yes. of course, oppos- 
ed by the coal company. He strongly 
supported the bill."" 

Mr. John Houston (Nelson) moved the 
adjournment of the debate. Agreed. 

Mr. Hawthornthtvaite moved, upon 
consideration of the report on a bill in- 
tituled An Act to incorporate tha Royal 
Institution for the Advancement of 
Learning of British Columbia tho follow- 
ing amendment: — 

"0. Nothing contained in this net. shall 
confer upon the McGill University Col- 
lege of British Columbia tiny special 
privilege or powers or any control of the 
public educational institutions of this 
provice." 

Debate on McGill 

The Hon. Mr. Fulton moved, upon 
consideration of the report on n bill in- 
tituled An Act to Incorporate the Royal 
Institution for the Advancement of 
Learning of British Columbia, to amend 
section S by striking out-, in line 10, the 
word "convey"; and by striking out, in 
line 11, the word "property," and substi- 
tuting therefore the word "equipment." 

Mr. Hawthorntliwaite said the idea 
was gaining ground that it was the in- 
tention of the government to hand over 
the higher education of the province to 
McGill F T niversity. This would he a 
great mistake. In any event it conferred 
on school trustees the power to do so. 
Such a stop was opposed to the senti- 
ment of the province. This government 
were courting a defeat similar to that 
which had overtaken the Conservative 
party in England, He had a strongly 
worded resolution from the Trades and 
Labor Council of Vancouver. If there 
was no intention to giro such control 
then the government could not possibly 
object to a clause which confirmed that 
position. 

Hon. Mr. Fulton again 'pointed out 
that clause 8 was distinctly permissive 
and covered the curriculum, and direc- 
tion of the High School course but not 
in any sense the "taking over" of higher 
education. In the public schools act Of 
LS'Mi power was given to any high school 
to alDlhltc with any Canadian university. 

Mr. John Oliver (Delta) asked what 
transfer of monies by school boards was 
contemplated by clause 8. 

Hon. Mr. Fulton said part, of their 
ordinary grnnl to pay for such services 
as are rendered by the university. No 
special privileges were conferred by this 
net as u gainst any other university. The 
government were quite willing to give n 
similar privilege to any Canadian uni- 
versity. 

Mr. John Oliver (Delta) thought (hat 
the language used in the acl was unfor- 
tunate. Il wus anything hut clear what 
was meant. The bill looked as if higher 
education were to be handed over to Mc- 
Gill. Even HOW il was not clear: it ap- 
peared thai money was lo pass and yet 
there was no specific lines on which 
it was to be earned. Not for teaching 
common or high school education, hut 



something indefinite culled .higher edu- 
cation. Under the education laws of tlio 
province boards of trustees receive cer- 
tain monies and are to he empowered 
to disburse it contrary to the provisions 
of the net, or for a purpose not contem- 
plated by the Public Schools Act. 
Why did the minister not. come straight 
out and say they proporsc to tax the 
people for the benefit of Met Jill. 

Hon. F. Carter-Cotton said that the 
member for Delta was mistaken; noth- 
ing more was contemplated, or could be 
done than was now being done. The 
work was now being done by the high 
schools of Victoria and Vancouver- and 
being .paid for. McGill proposed to sup- 
plement the staff and to control and di- 
rect the whole course and asked that 
part of the public funds should be avail- 
able to pay at any rate n part of the cost 
of doing this. McGill at the sntne time 
contributing a part from their own 
funds. 

Mr. J. A. Mncdonnld (Rosslnml) sntd 
the more the bill was discussed the more 
it became obvious that there were num- 
erous ramifications that were by no 
means clearly understood. It hud not: 
been explained in detail. Such explana- 
tion ns bad been offered tended to show- 
that one result of this optional and per- 
missive system would be to establish u 
dual system, part conducted by McGHI 
and part by the school trustees. If it 
was collegiate work, higher than high 
school work then it was something be- 
yond the scope of the Public Schools Act, 
and the money would be spent for a pur- 
pose for which it was not authorized. 
To condone this would be a mistake, uni- 
formity wus most deSirnble in the mat- 
ter of education. This proposal meant 
in reality our high school teachers giving 
their time to a special preparation' for 
McGill University. 

Hon. Mr. Fulton explained that at 
present there was a provision for the 
high schools to do still higher work than 
the ordinary curriculum involved in order 
to facilitate the entrance of pupils to a 
university. This proposal simply meant 
the systematizing of that branch of edu- 
cational work. 

Amendments Defeated 

Ou a division Mr. Ha wthornthwaite's 
amendment was defeated by 19 to 15. 

Mr. Oliver moved, upon consideration 
of the report on u bill intituled An Act 
to incorporate the Roynl Institution for 
the Advancement of Learning of Britiah 
Columbia, lo odd the following new sec- 
tions: 

"!). The u'.'reoinents referred fo m the 
preceding section shall he for the term of 
one year only, but may be renewed from 
time to time." 

Hon. .Air. Fulton opposed, and the 
amendment was defeated by 10 to 15. 

Mr. John Oliver (D0ltt) moved ns an 
amendment, ".Nothing contained lu this 
act shall he deemed to confer upon Mc- 
Gill University any exclusive rights of 
any nature whatsoever." 

The amendment was defeated by 10 to 
IS. 

Mr. Oliver proposed the adjournment 
of the debate to enable the opposition to 
Inquire into the present position of the 
question with relation to the Public 
Schools Act. 

Hon. Mr. Fulton moved that the ques- 
tion he now put on a division. The vot 
ln« was n tie— 15 to 15; but owing to 
Bonift confusion In the count, Mr. Kpcukci 
did not give a easting Vote", mill the de- 
bute on the motion for adjournment pro- 
ceeded.

BALFOUR AND CHAMBERLAIN. 

After a series of negotiations, Messrs. 
Balfour and Chamberlain have arrived 
at an understanding. .Mr. Balfour is 
to be leader of the unionist party, and 
is io be loyally sup-ported by Mr. Cham- 
iberlaih. The latter is regarded as hav- 
ing proved victorious, although taking 
second place in the Tanks of the party, re- 
constructed on his lines. Mr. Balfour's 
policy led nowhere on I ho Fiscal ques- 
tion. Mr. Chamberlain's had a definite 
goaj. Mr. Balfour has decided to lead 
where Chamberlain points, and tho lat- 
ter will follow after. Hereafter, the is- 
sue will lie plainly defined. The union- 
ist party will concentrate its attention 
upon tin- fiscal question and develop 
public; sentiment in its favor. 

The limes were really very unfavor- 
able for the success of the Chamber- 
lain propaganda. Great Britain is just 
now enjoying the greatest industrial 
and commercial activity she has exper- 
ienced for sonic years. While there is 
an itr'my ef unemployed fii London* it is 
r.-ally the result f overcro.wding and 
bad social conditions. In a number of 
the loading lines of production in which 
the old country excels there is an un- 
usual demand in the world's markets, 
markets which the other countries can- 
not catch up wilh, owing to the! general 
prosperity which reigns. In a number 

of other lines British industry has been 
practically extinguished. The eyes of 
English free traders will not be open 
to the serious aspect of the decline un- 
til times become bad again and the in- 
dustrial army out of employment is great- 
ly augmented. In such circumstances, 
we should n/it lie surprised to see a rush 
tq the unionist ranks. The other factor 
which, of course, defeated the unionists 
xvun the unpoipulurity of the Balfour ad- 
ministration, combined with divisions in 
the ranks of its followers. The breach 
is now likely io be healed up, and 
though tin! numbers are far fewer than 
tuey were they vcill be more effective 
ami form a solid nucleus for expansion. 
The Gorernmelil and its auxiliary lor- 
ies arc at the zenith of their succes3. 
Their total majority of over 500 will 
begin si in dwindle, That may safe- 
ly In- premised as the result of all for- 
mer experience. The government itself

binntions, ami are safely in the saddle 
for the presenl parliamentary Term. 
Their independenl allies arc subject to

any degree of umminiity for very long, 
By the cm! of the presenl term it is 
very safe tu assume that there will be 
a decided reaction in favor of (ho union- 
ists. England is conservative at eon.,

decided when they make the change. 

In any event, the leaders of the union- 
Ul party having put their hand to the 
plough will not turn hack until they have 
exploited their field thoroughly.

RIVAL HOWER COMPANIES. 

The rivalry of two power compan- 
ies before the private Hills Committee 
lias developed an Interesting .situation. 
The issue involves a groat deal more 
than the victory of one or the other. In 
developing our natural resources we are 
also developing questions of public pol- 
icy thai will require tho most careful 
consideration of the members of the 
committee and of tiie Legislature. 

Doubtless readers have followed the 
merits of the dispute between the 



orations of free trade in industry and 
at tin? same time to conserve and respect 
vested rights is n very serious problem 
which is opened up in connection. Ev- 
ery theory is modified by practical con- 
ditions. The unrestricted entrance of 
the Kootenay power company into the 
Cascade territory means thai the latter 
must go out of business. The Cascade 
company has invested about $500,000 in 
developing its present power capacity. 
Should the Legislature permit the ex- 
tinguishment of so much capital is tju> 
question that arises. In considering 
that question wit must also consider tho 
conditions under which the capital 
canic to he invested. 

In their franchises the two compan- 
ies are restricted lo certain areas in 
which they have heretofore exclusively 
operated; It was under the franchise 
granted by the legislature that the cap- 
ital for both conmuuies was induced to 
be subscribed. The shareholders looked 
forward to the prospective business as 
a permanent source of profit. . Their 
debentures were issued, placed on the 
market and sold with that cud in view, 
and it is out of the prospective returns 
that interest and sinking fund must be 
paid for the period of thirty years. 
These debentures! are in the hands of n 
number of companies reprpsentprl in 
London. We must, therefore, nut only 
weigh carefully the equities of (he pro- 
posed legislation but the effect upon the 
market as related to the future invest- 
ment of capital in this province. It is 
a serious thing to bring about such a 
result. Can it be a voided? 

There arc. it must be admitted, diffi- 
culties in the way of satisfying all the 
requirements of the case. As wo un- 
derstand it, the Cascade company is not 
offering opposition lo the Kootenay com- 
pany entering their territory, bin 
seeking to have its own rights respect- 
ed as a condition of that entry. .\. s the 
first company in the field, as a com- 
pany investing eapital and supplying 
power when no other company was 
available to do it. as' a company with a 
well-defined franchise am] priority of 
status, it is claimed that the Kootenay 
power company should only be p er . 
mitted to enter the field subject to the 
rights of the loeiii company. In other 
words, the hitter seeks to have the right 
to sell the 5,000 horse power avaihil.de 
before the rival company can do busi- 
ness. 

The principle which obtains' in Eng. 
land in the regulation of such matters 
is one which might he defined as local 
opportunity. Power companies have re- 
stricted areas in which they can sell 
power, and to which they nro confined, 
ami can only enter tl.e territory of anoth- 
er company with thecobsenl of that com- 
pany or miller cotidilious which do no 
injustice tu it. The principle rwognhed 
is that opportunity should be afforded 
to each source of power lo exhaust its 

capabilities within iis prescribed area 
before l he nearest other source should 
be brought into requisition, The prin- 
ciple seems to be n sound one as calcu- 
lated to prevent monopoly or injustice, 
and we think that il is possible for the 
Legislature to formulate a policy to ap- 
ply in such instances as this ami pre- 
vent the waste o£ capital ami preserve 
the confidence of the' investors in the de- 
sire of parliament to protect their in- 
terests when legitimately called upon 
so to (lo.

Respected Pioneer of the City Passed

WEST COAST INDUSTRY.^ 

Three Hundred Tons of Machinery 
Delivered to the Sawmill Plant. 

The C. P. R. steamer Otter sailed 
from Xo. S shed, C. P. R. wharf. Van- 
couver, Wednesday afternoon shortly 
after 3 o'clock for Mosquito Harbor, 
C!ayof|tiot Sound, with the' first load 
of machinery for the large sawmill to 
bo erected there by the Sutton Timber 
& Trading Company. 

The Otter took out 300 tons of ma- 
chinery, It carloads in all, a number 
of pieces being very heavy. The 
neavlest pieces were two boilers, which 
together weighed IS tons. There is 
still about 12") tons of machinery on 
the wharf for the same point, and 
more is expected from the East any 
day. The Otter will have another 
large load for Mosquito Harbor. On 
the dock now are several pieces 
heavier than those which were lonoed 
last week. The Otter was nearly four 
days loading tho machinery. ) 

All this mill machinery will be 
placed in position by Juno 1, when It 
is expected cutting will be started. 
Cedar lumber and shingles, the entire 
cut of tlio mill, is for the export trade, 
and will be shipped around the Horn 
to New York and Boston in sailing 
vessels.

The St. Helena, Napa County, Cal., 
Star, in Its issue of Friday, January 
-G, respecting the death of James 
McCully, a well-known British Colum- 
bia, who had many friends in this 
province, had the following to say: 

John McCully has passed away. Sur- 
rounded by his loved ones, ho breathed 
his last at his beautiful home, "Arbu- 
tus Villa," on Sulphur Springs avenue, 
Monday morning at 8 o'clock, after a 
lingering add painful illness. The aged 
pioneer had rallied from many attacks 
of sickness during the past few years, 
but his last sickness was of such seri- 
ousness that, in spite of medlcul .skill, 
tho weak heart ceased to beat. 

John McCully was born In County 
Down," Ireland. December S, 1827, and 
had therefore reached the ripe old age 
of 78 years, 1 month and 14 days. 
Deceased came to this country in 1832 
and settled in Ohio, where at Adams- 
ville In that state he learned the black- 
smith trade. Tho goW excitement in 
California in tho early fifties attracted 
his attention, and so, joining a party, 
he journeyed west to the Golden State 
bv ox train, reaching Plucervlllc. in 
1852. There he worked in the mines 
for six years, when he went to British 
Columbia and up the Fraser River to 
Fort Yale. In the year 1859 he was 
married to Mrs. S. A. Russell, and 
from Fort Yale went to Lytton, where 
he worked at his trade for nine years. 
From there he moved to Clinton and 
remained until 1884. when he sold out 
and came to California, and in part- 
nership with S. A. Arnold purchased 
"Arbutus Villa," _at which beautiful 
place he lived quietly, devoting his 
attention to the vineyard, fruit and 
flowers. 

Deceased was a man of sterling 
qualities and splendid character. He 
was kind and charitable and took a 
deep interest in the welfare of the 
Presbyterian Church and Masonic 
Lodge, he being a member of both or- 
ganizations. Mr. McCully's wire died 
October 29, 1890, no children having 
been born to them. Deceased was a 
member of n family of eleven, and but 
one sister remains. For some time 
Mr. McCully's nephew and niece, Mr. 
and Mrs. E. W. McCully, have made 
their home at "Arbutus Villa," and 
they were a great comfort and help to 
the aged man In his declining days. 

Tho funeral was held Wednesday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock from tile family 
residence, the services being conducted 
by St. Helena Lodge No. 93, F. & A. 
M., assisted by Rev. James Mitchell, 
who gave a brief address in which he 
touched upon the many noble qualities 
of deceased.

PRESERVATION OF GAME. 

Nanaimo Free Press Has Something to 
Say of Interest to Sportsmen. 

The Nanaimo h'roo Press In Its issue 
of Wednesday says: "The organiza- 
tion of a district Rod and Gun Club Is 
along lines that are being taken all 
over British Columbia for the preser- 
vation of p-uiiio. It is not that game 
is of so much commercial value to a 
country, not that it enhances the 
province in the eyes of tho tourist so 
much, Inducing more travel and the I 
attendant, benefits to the community 
visited therefrom; but it is the fact 
thai with .abundance of game audi 
having wise laws governing the same 
that are properly administered, hunt- 
ing and fishing become a permanent 
source of pleasurable', and healthful 
recreation to those living In the com- 
munity where game abounds. Apart 
rrom our duly to science nnd natural 
history, we owe It to ourselves to see 
that game Is protected. In the past, 
through wilful and wanton slaughter, 
some species of game in certain parts 
of the province have become almost 
extinct. All the laws hi Christendom 
will not prevent this sort of thing 
unless enforced. And It is almost nn 
Impossibility for government officials to 
enforce tho game preservation laws 
unless they receive the support of 
sportsmen. Much of the uncalled for 
slaughter of game has been not so 
much through wantonness on tho part 
of sportsmen as thoughtlessness of the 
results. By example, and educating 
every member of the Rod and Gun 
Club will bring these matters more 
prominently before the public and 
show tho wisdom of exercising good 
judgment, and foresight In the preserv- 
ing of Island game. Each member 
will be a game warden, as It were. In 
himself. In the meantime there have 
been reported some cases of wilful de- 
struction of game in the immediate 
vicinity that require immediate atten- 
tion. " The members of the new club 
arc well nware of this, and In fact are 
In possession of tho names of some of 
the miscreants, and it Is understood 
propose to put a stop to tile practice 
forthwith."

C. A f Harrison Advances Some 
Ideas of Interest to 
Turf Men. 



Favors Government Encourag- 
ing ^feeders by Giving 
of a Bonus. 



Grpnt Interest Is being taken by a 
number of local horse fanciers in an 
effort to have the local government 
grant a sum of $1,000 per year as an 
Inducement to horse-owners to breed 
and rai.se horses In tills province. Mr. 
C. A. Harrison of the Driard Hotel, 
who is one of the most interested in 
the matter, was seen yesterday regard- 
ing the subject, and In conversation 
he stated that it was a well-known 
fact that at the present time seven 
out of every ten horses owned in Brit- 
ish Columbia was originally Imported 
from the United States, and the move- 
ment was with a view to niter this 
condition of things and give the own- 
ers of horses an inducement to breed 
and raise their own stock. 

The lines on which the proposal is 
based Is practically the same as is 
adopted by nearly ail the states in the 
Union. In California the state agri- 
cultural association makes provision 
for two colt stakes, which, with tne 
Breeders' Futurity, which Is under the 
control of the Breeders' Association of 
California, makes three stakes for 
which California-bred horses only are 
allowed to enter. The state makes 
annual grant of $5,000, and the owner of 
a mare Is allowed to nominate her colt 
or prospective colt on a payment of $5, 
with another payment every three or 
six months till the colt Is a three-yeav- 
okl, when it will be required to enter 
in the race for that year. From the 
time of the entry till the race the 
owner will have paid in about 
Payment In the meantime may be 
allowed to lapse, but In very few cases 
is the opportunity taken. 

The purse Is divided into four, while 
n certain portion goes to. the owner of 
the dam of the winner and another 
portion to the breeder of the colt. By 
this means the winnings of the first 
horse runs all the way from $1,700 to 
Si', 500, which would have lo go to a 
horse bred and raised in California. 
Horses Imported From U. S. 
Again referring to the number of 
horses that are imported Into British 
Columbia, Mr. Harrison asks, Why is 
this so? "The climate is the same, 
the grain and water are no better in 
California than in this . province, but 
still Ave import all our horses from 
the States. The same condition of 
affairs is In existence In Oregon and 
Washington', and it lias proved a great 
boon to horse-owners of those sec- 
tions. If the government can see 
1 their way clear to grant $1,000 a year 
1o go towards a purse for the best 
three-year-old harness colt, bred, 
raised and trained in this province, it 
will do much to encourage horse- 
raising in British Columbia, and do 
away with the idea that any person 
desiring a horse must go to the States 
to get one; but some Inducement must 
he Meld out to the breeder. 

"As in the states already mentioned, 
the fund should be under the control 
of the provincial secretary or minister 
of agriculture or of any prominent 
citizen who has the interest of the 
farmer at heart, and thus be able to 
give them something to work for. 

"It has been proven In this city that 
the races are the biggest drawing card 
at the fair, and in the other states the 
colt races attract visitors from miles 
around." 

Mr. Harrison went on to show that 
Eastern Canada has raised horses that 
have made a good record In the grand 



the public would see a race in which 
the gambling element would have no 
say. He pointed out that the Iowa 
state association has at present $-13,000 
in its treasury and does not owe a 
cent, and they do not. allow gambling 
of any description on the tracks. 

It Is not only in the States that this 
principle has been adopted, but also In 
the Old Country; but it has been much 
further advanced In the United Statec 
than hi any other portion of the world. 
It Is not necessary that the local asso- 
ciation should do all the work, but it 
stands to reason that if they did they 
would receive more benellt than the 
others. 

In other places the custom Is mostly 
that the races are held at the capital; 
and as Victoria is the capital of this 
province it stands to reason that she 
would have a better chance than her 
opponents, but It Is up to the local 
association to take the initiative. With 
the local association arranging for a 
fair, this race would prove a big at- 
traction, and would become larger 
every year. 

Mr. Harrison* has talked the matter 
over with a number of the local horse- 
owners and also with several of the 
members, and all have expressed 
themselves as being heartily in favor 
of having a grant made. It will not 
only be a drawing card to the local 
fair, but will also show that horses 
can be raised in British Columbia that 
are as good as. If not better than, those 
bred on the other side of the line. 

"Why is It," asks Mr. Harrison, 
"that, when a race meet is held in this 
city a majority of the horses come 
from the other side?" and In answer 
he states that the only reason Is that 
the owners have not been encouraged 
to breed horses for speed purposes. 
Another reason is that the tracks on 
this side of the line are not as good 
as those on the other, and the conse- 
quences are that when horses from the 
other side come over to compete they 
generally capture all the prizes and j 
then go back to the States and laugh 
In their sleeves at the attempts of the i 
British Columbia owners to beat them. ! 
If horse-raising is to be encouraged, 
good tracks must be maintained, so 
that the owners may have the oppor- 
tunity to have their horses in shape to 
do their best. 

If anything Is to be done so that 
Victoria would have a good track tor 
the fall races, the work should be com- 
menced at once, as a great deal of time 
is necessary to put it in the best pos- 
sible shape. 

In closing the interview Mr. Harrison 
said It is "up to" the local society to 
say whether or not they are going to 
allow one of the biggest attractions, 
not only for tills year but In years to 
come, to slide past for want of a little 
energy.

Iii referring to the first game the 
press of San Francisco has many nice 
things to suy. After a long account of 
the match the Exo miner says: 

In a team like the New Zealanders It 
Is hard to say who are the star players, 
as the combination is so perfect and 
the passing Is so absolutely unselfish 
that every one of the players gets a 
chance to shine. Roberts, thai half- 
back, is a hard worker, and started 
most of the runs which ended hi tries, 
while the speed shown by Thompson 
and Abbott was remarkable, especially 
on such slippery ground. 

Thomson was the scoring boy yes- 
terday, and went over the goal line six 
times; while Abbott, on the other 
wing, scored two tries, and Roberts 
two. The wing three-quarters made 
most of the long runs, as the New 
Zealand system generally makes them 
the last men to get the ball in a pass- 
ing run, and they just tear loose and 
make for th" goal line. 

Tho New Zealand forwards are all 
strong men and some of them are 
heavy, but speed seems to be the key- 
note of the forward play, as well as 
among the backs. Gallagher, who Is 
called a wing forward, is practically a 
hair-back, and he is particularly clever 
in spoiling the play of the opposing 
half-back when the ball goes to the 
other side of the scrimmage. The 
whole forward team kept on the ball 
all the lime, and were always ready to 
break up their opponents' play when 
the ball was in tho hands of the north- 
em players. 

On the British Columbia team there 
are some good players, and the only 
thing In which they appeared to be at 
a disadvantage was In the matter of 
combination. Their tackling was fine 
and their kicking was fine, but when 
they got started on a run there were 
never more than one or two players 
backing up the man with the ball. This 
defect in their play showed up more 
distinctly on account of the contrast 
with their opponents, 'who were al- 
waya In position to get in line with 
the runner, sometimes six and eight 
strong. 

Bell- Irving, the halfback, played a 
cool, heady game. Pie made some line 
tackles on the flying New Zealanders 
and saved several times when It ap- 
peared certain that a score would re- 
sult. His kicking was good and well 
placed. , 

Marpole, Seholcfleld and Marshall 
played well at three-quarter, and 
among Ihe forwards Blspham, Temple- 
ton and Barnacle showed best. 

The general opinion after tho game 
was that Rugby would be a good game 
to substitute for the college game, if a 
substitute is found to be necessary. 
Whether the college game is abolished 
or modified or remains as it is, it is 
probable that Rugby* will be played by 
the students of the universities any- 
wav. Men who have never seen 
Rugby before were heard to express an 
opinion that it was a belter game than 
the Intercollegiate, both from the 
standpoint of the player and the spec- 
tator. The people who attended had 
no trouble. In following the play, and in 
a few minutes understood every point 
of the game. 

The editorial opinion of the Exam- 
iner being also given, while they have 
also taken the opportunity to quote 
some of the most enthusiastic support- 
ers on the points of the game: 

The features of the Rugby game that 
appealed to the local devotees of the 
American college game the most was 
the wonderful passing and kicking ex- 
hibited by the New Zealanders and 
British Columbians. 

The marvelous work of the visiting 
teams in these departments elicited ap- 
plause that Is equaled only in the most 
partisan of Inter-collegiate struggles 
a la Amerlcaine. 

These men from across tho ocean 
are marvels at passing the ball with 
phenomenal accuracy and speed. They 
can boot the sphere with either foot 
and their work In this depart meat 
brought the Americans to the realiza- 
tion that their kicking game Is not at 
all to be compared witli Rugby. 

Among the spectators were some of 
the most prominent football enthusi- 
asts on the coast, and It is of Interest 
to know how the English gamp appeal- 
ed to thorn. Here Is what some of the 
experts say. 

David Starr Jordan, president of 
Stanford University — I like this game 
better than the present college game, 
but I think some of Ihe features of the 
American game could be used to ad- 
vantage in the Rugby game. 1 can see 
that this game is much better suited 
to high school players, who are Imma- 
ture, and to men who have not had the 
hard training which a college team goes 
through. It would be a line game for 
students to play, as they can then play 
lnterclass games and games of that 
sort, whereas with the college game 
it is impossible on account of the train- 
ing anil practicing which has to be 
gone through. 1 have always liked 
tiie college game, and I still like it, but 
if the game has to be modified I can 
see many tilings in the Rugby game 
which could be Introduced without 
taking away any of the advantages 
which our college game has. 

E. Piowden Stott, captain of the 
Stanford eleven for the coming season 
— "While I am not in favor of Ihe ab- 
solute adoption of Rugby in our col- 
leges, I certainly would be hi favor of 
changing the rules so as to bring in 
the passing that makes the English 
game so exciting and so pretty to 
watch. Bet the rules committee make 
any changes necessary along these lines 
and I will certainly do my mite toward 
establishing such a game." 

"Pete" Smith, formerly player of 
University of California team and man- 
ager of the Olympic und Reliance 
clubs' teams for several seasons past — 
"I have never seen such wonderful work 
as the passing of the ball as demon- 
strated by the New Zealanders. I like 
the game In every way except in their 
tackling. To me one of the finest 
points in a football match is the tack- 
ling. It seems to me that If our rules 
were changed so as to make our teams 
of thirteen men. and have their posi- 
tions and actions governed so as to 
make the passing game possible, it 
would he a grent benefit, 

"With thirteen men it would lie pos- 
sible to play six or seven men back of 
the line. The two extra men could be 
played far out beyond whatjwe now

Force, captain of 1905 California 
varsity team — The Rugby game Is cer- 
tainly great and I would be strongly in 
favor of its adoption with some of the 
features of our present game thrown 
in, I believe that If the proposition of 
adopting the English game was taken 
up In the right manner, it could be ac- 
complished and would eventually grow- 
to be more popular than our present 
game. 

Clinton R. CBrlck) Morse, crack 
half-back for many years on the Cali- 
fornia team— That's the game. It has 
our game beaten In 7,000 ways. You 
can see what the players are doing 
now; tho ball is in sight all the time. 
Put that game before an intercollegiate 
crowd of spectators ami I hey would go 
wild with enthusiasm. 

Dr. Prank Angel, chairman of the 
Stanford Faculty Committee on Stu- 
dent Athletics — I am fur the adoption 
of ihe English game outright. 1 be- 
lieve thai, in a few years it would grow 
to be immensely popular and east our 
present game in the shade. A com- 
bination of the two games would mean 
confusion and trouble and the superi- 
ority of tho English game is so mani- 
fest that I say let us have it. If the 
English same is adopted It will he. not 
only an intercollegiate sport, but will 
also be a sport for each individual col- 
lege and can be indulged in by till stu- 
dents. I believe that if tho game is 
given a fair trial in the colleges of 
tills country it will be universally 
adopted. 

"Heinle" Heltmuller, formerly tackle 
of U. C. Team — 1 would support a 
movement to adopt the English game 
as a supplement sport to our present 
game, and at the same lime have our 
present game so changed that the pass- 
ing feature of the English game could 
be Incorporated. As a supplement 
game to tho present style of football, It 
would mean the bringing out in every 
college hundreds of men that, under the 
present same, cannot compete. I say 
let English Rugby have a trial In each 
individual college, and, It is to the lik- 
ing of all, then consider its adoption as 
an Intercollegiate game. 

Erza ijecoto, manager of U. C.| Ath- 
letics— It is a great game and let us 
have more of it. The passing and 
kicking was one of the prettiest things 
to watch that was ever introduced on 
tiie Berkeley campus. 

Colonel George C. Edwards, chair- 
man of the faculty athletic committee 
of the University of California — I think 
that Rugby Is a splendid game. It 
seems to me to afford much more en- 
joyment to the onlookers and Is not so 
hard or, the players.

Mr. H,elmeken in reporting stated 
that the plans for the addition had been 
altered from a circular design to a cjuare 
one. cutting out the proposed play-room 
and thereby lessoning the cost of the 
oiiinual plan. 

Mrs. Rhodes explained that as the 
architect, Mr. Hooper, had nci compli- 
ed with the understanding of the com- 
mittee she wanted to know if the board 
could not call for new plans to provide 
a building within the sum on hand. 

The chairman stated that if the plans 
were not usod the board would still be 
liable for the payment of Mr. Hooper's 
services. 

It seamed stranee to her, replied .Mrs. 
Rhodes, that no other architect had been 
rcouestcd to prepare designs for the 
children's ward and she thought the 
ladies had not been properly dealt with' 
In her opinion it seemed too bad that 
Mr. Rattentmry's services had been dis- 
pensed with. 

"He gave us lo understand that his 
fees would not amouul to anything," 
was Mrs. Dalby's version of the em- 
ployment of Mr. Hooper. 

.Mrs. Hasell here explained to the di- 
rostors thai after seven years' hard 
work the ladies had been successful in 
raising by subscription and otherwise 
855,000 and they simply could not make 
any further appeal, so a building would 
have to 1)0 provided for this sum, which 
lind been mentioned to the architect. 
A Counter Blast 

Mr. Wilson was inclined to blame the 
Indies, as plan after plan had been sub- 
mitted ami the ladies had altered them 
until a i last it was imperative for the 
lioard t'i fix upon a design. A good 

one, ho said, had 1 u submitted, to 

extend room No, and raise building 
two stories High, hut it bad boon tossed 
aside.

Continuing Mr. 'Wilson said (hat if 
this plan had been carried out room 
hvould have been provided for a children's

.for the nurses. A committee bad been 

appointed wl uiployed Mr. Hooper. 

Now the ladies wanted Air. Rattenbury. 

Here Mr. Wilson was taken to task 
•by .Mr. Day anil others who said he was 
entirely wrong in his deductions and 
they agreed that the ladies were not 

responsible. 

Taking up the broken threads of ids 
speech Air. Wilson reviewed the history 
of the children's ward and pointed out 

thai the estimates for the construction 
of the building provided many materials | 
that might be dispensed with or replac- 
ed al a lessor cost. 

Air. Bolden also thought that a slight 



alteration of tho circular (original) do- 
sign, which he described would result 
in greatly reducing the cost of tho orig- 
inal estimate, and so fall within the am- 
ount provided by the ladies. His re- 
mark* received the cordial approval of 
Mr. Wilson. 

Air. Helmckcn; in thanking the Indies 
for their attendance and splendid assist- 
ance in raising funds for the children's 
ward's, said that there had been no time 
to place the lust (square) plan before 
the subcommittee, so that it could make 
a full report to the directors. He was 
not agreeable, however, lo the board 
passing over Mr. Hooper and thought 
what was wanted was a plan of a build- 
ing to satisfy -tao ladies for $5,000. Ho 
moved that the subject be deferred for a 
further meeting Of the joint committee 
so that a report ho brought in. 

Airs, (tkoues mildly twitted the speak- 
er in reminding him that she had already 
made this suggestion hut it had not been 
carried out. 

Air. Bolden seconded the motion, but 
woman-like, Mrs. Rhodes insisted on 
having the last word before it was pass- 
ed and that was that a slate roof ho 
included in the plan and estimates. 
The Maternity Ward 

Mrs. Hasell on behalf of the Daugh- 
ters of Pity stated that the society had 
decided to go ahead and make plans 
to raise the necessary money by the end 
of the year for a maternity ward. They 
had collected $1,100 and Air. Klworthy 
also had some funds. To which f'.io 
secretary, amid laughter, admitted that 
$100 had been given by u bachelor. 

After other speakers had discussed the 
pronosed plans and estimates of the 
children's ward the motion to refer the 
matter to u joint committee of the board 
and Woman's Auxiliary was carried, and 
the ladies left the meeting after receiv- 
ing a vote of thanks for their attend: 
a nee. 

A letter from Taylor ft Price, local 
agents for the Taylor automatic fire 
alarm and call bell, olfering to place tht 
same in the hospital Vas referred to tho 
'building committee. 

His Worship Mayor Alorlcy wrote in- 
viting the directors to appoint a com- 
mittee to meet with the members of the 
council on Monday next for the purpose 
of discussing the question of sewer right 
of way. 

Committoe Reports 

The house committee reported that a 
skylight had been placed in the medical 
ward corridor and tho committee had 
authorized that room J be used as a 
semi-private ward. The report was ad- 
opted as read, xne matter of the din- 
ner wagon was referred back to the 
house committee. 

The tinance committee reported that 
the January accounts amounting to $1,- 
735.01 had been examined and approv- 
ed for payment; that the salaries for 
the month amounting to $1,024.50 wore 
paid and that the total days' stay for tho 
month was 2,0011 at an average cost per 
diem per patient of $1.37. The report 
was adopted as read. 

Aliss Toller, head nurse, wrote tender- 
ing her resignation which was ordered 
accepted wilh regret and the house com- 
mittee instructed to till the vacancy. 

A. W. Evans wrote asking the board 
to raise his salary on account of his 
increased duties. Dr. Hasell strongly 
endorsed the letter. 

The report of the grounds committee, 
was then read, occasioning considerable 
st'-~ressed amusement and brought Mr. 
Wilson instantly to his 'feet witli ,u de- 
nunciatory speech in which he character- 
ized the report as being the most gaily 
one that he had ever listened to. and 
lie was serious in saying so. Having 
objected to it ill t.oto as, being inaccur- 
ate lie proceeded to criticize it Ifa detail 
which brought a spirited defence from 
Mr. Holland. The chairman -of tho 
grounds committee explained that, the 
report suggested an economical way 
To Provide Chickens and Eggs 
for the hospital. The Institution used 
1,200 chickens a year. Tho committee 
had only been in charge for a l(riet£ 
period and as was shown by the report, 
had made a profit of $287.5(1. If the re- 
commendation for continuing the farm 
work and poultry raising were not car- 
ried out it would bo better to dispose of 
the utensils now on hand and quit. Ho 
thought the board was actually saving 
money by the additional expenditure 
asked for. 

The chair having ruled that the com- 
mittee's report be dealt with seriatim 
each clause was read, discussed and fav- 
orably passed upon by the directors, 
only Air. Wilson registering a dissent- 
ing vote. 

The farm account covered a period of 
seven months and showed that the hos- 
pital farm had made u profit of $287.5(5. 
Tno committee drew particular atcntion 
to the profits derived^ from pigs, eggs 
and poultry and its desire to purchase 
two incubators with a capacity of 220 
eggs each and they asked authority to 
purchase sanio at n cost of $75. The 
report further staled that as the farm 
work had got beyond (he stage when 
convalescent patients could attend lo it 
it was nsked that the services of an out- 
side man bo obtained at $15 per month. 
The committee also reported that they 
had had the tile drains laid in the lower 
part of the garden nt a cost of $7.85. 

The adoption of the recommendations 
as outlined brought tho business of the 
meeting to a close.

Several very Interesting- matters of 
business were discussed at the regular 
meeting of the city council last even- 
ing. Commencing with a long con- 
ference with the board of school trus- 
tees regarding the estimates for the 
current year, this occupied the greater 
portion of the evening, and at' tinies 
the discussion waxed rather warm, 
especially when Mayor Morloy charged 
the trustees with treating the board of 
aldermen in a discourteous manner. 
Chairman Huggett and Trustee Miss 
Cameron criticized his remarks very 
sharply, and in reply to Chairman 
Huggett, Mayor Morley stated that lie 
was not In the habit or tailing back 
anything. 

Following the conference cmr-.i. sr- 
able routine business was taiten up, 
during which His Worship made the 
announcement that he had been waited 
on by Mr. Woods and Mr. Van Sunt of 
the Victoria & Sidney Railway, and 
they Informed him that within three 
months the V. & S. would bo taken 
over by the Victoria, Vancouver & 
Eastern and within a year would be 
directly connected With the Great 
Northern Railway. 

Considerable discussion was occa- 
sioned on the question of street 
sprinkling, which caused a lively tilt 
between His Worship and Aid. Vin- 
cent. 

The School Trustees 

The first business to be taken up 
was the conference with the school 
trustees, who wore represented by 
Chairman Huggett and Trustees Miss 
Cameron, Jav and Mowat. and Super- 
intendent Eaton, In opening the dis- 
cussion Chairman Huggett stated that 
the school trustees would like to know 
what was wanted from them. 

Mayor Morley stated that the con- 
ference was for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the estimates for the year. 

Chairman Huggett said that in pre- 
paring the estimates they had taken 
those of last year, and In most cases 
a slight increase had been made. In 
referring to the Increased expenditure 
over that of 1899, Mr. Huggett drew 
attention to the fact that the new high 
school had been erected, which entailed 
more touchers. This was responsible 
for some of the increase. The com- 
mercial course also caused an increase. 
He stated that at present the schools 
were In a very deplorable condition 
and that the trustees hud taken the 
lowest possible estimate when asking 
for their grant, and could not see that 
arty reduction could be made. I 

Aid. Hall said that the object In 
having the conference was lo see if 
the estimates could not be cut down 
about $2,00(1 or f. '1,000. He was of the 
opinion that the trustees could see 
their way to curtail to some extent. 
He referred to his term on the school 
board, when It was understood that 
each and every room was to contain 
not less than 10 nor more than 65 
pupils. He thought that tho increase 

In the _ 

Number of Teachers 

was too great In proportion to the in- 
crease of pupils. He did not think 
that the standard of the schools Would 
be diminished in any degree by a slight 
reduction in their estimate. 

Chairman Huggett In reply stated 
that the remarks of Aid. Hall only 
went to show how careful the trustees 
had boon, and It was impossible to j 
figure the estimates exactly to a 
dollar. Regarding the school attend- 
ancre, he pointed out that at present j 
the rooms were divided as near as 
possible to what was agreed on by 
the board when Aid. Hall was u mem- 
ber. He thought that Aid. Ha 1 could 
bear him out when lie said that the 
board always acted wilh the interest 
of the city at heart and did not spend 
money lavishly. 

Ud Yates wished to know if the 
additional expenditure for salaries was 
for additional teachers or for a raise 
in the pay of those already engaged. 
Additional Teacher Needed 

Chairman Huggett stated that the 
Increase asked for was about $1,000, 
and wus In case an additional teacher 
was needed, and also in case it was 
lleC essary to increase the salary of the 
present teachers. 

Aid. Yates recognised the right of 
the trustees to ask for an appropria- 
tion, and he also referred to the year 
when Robert Heaven occupied the 
mayor's chair and the position of af- 
fairs was very much the same as al 
present, anil asked tin; council board 
to go carefully into the estimates for 
the schools. They had gone into the 
matter very fully and had published 
in their estimates the entire salary list 
of the teachers. 

Trustee Huggett thought that the 
only question to be considered was the 
teachers' salaries. He thought that If 
•the estimate for this year was consid- 
ered too high they could easily figure 
It out on last month's payroll. 

Trustee Miss Cameron could see no 
reason why the school teachers' sal- 
aries should he cut down, if it was the 
Intention to cut salaries, there were 
nine holders of elective positions draw- 
ing $.'100 a year, which would make a 
very good total, and she suggested 
that If any cat was to be made it 
should begin at home.

opinion that at the present time the 
teachers were not overpaid, and if any 
cut was to be made she hoped it would 
not be the teachers' salaries. 

Aid. Yates thought there was 
Some Misunderstanding 
as he did not advocate a reduction of 
the teachers' salaries. 

Trustee Jay stated that regarding 
teachers' salaries it was next to Im- 
possible to make a reduction in this 
iine. It was Impossible at the begin- 
ning or" the year to form a correct 
estimate of the teachers' salaries for 
the year. There were many contin- 
gencies that caused teachers to re- 
sign during the year, and In replacing 
them it was sometimes necessary to 
engage a teacher at a slbrhtly In- 
creased salary. Besides this it was 
necessary to provide for substitutes 
during the year. He stated that the 
only estimate that could possibly be 
cut down was that for the buildings 
and grounds, but if the aldermen were 
to examine the buildings they would 
find that they were asking a very 
small 'sum. If the estimates were re- 
duced it would be necessary to do 
without some repairs that were badly 
needed. , ; 

Aid. Hall wished to know how It 
was that even without the manual 
training school there was an increase 
of teachers over that of 11)02. 

Trustee Jay stated that since that 
time the domestic science school had 
been started, and in the high school 
the staff had been increased to nine, 
while an additional teacher had to be 
placed in the North Ward school. 

Aid. Hall thought that there were 
too many teachers In the high school 
for the 'number of pupils. He also 
thought that a 

Better System of Grading 
could be established, and stated that' 
at present there were rooms In both 
the Victoria West and North Ward 
schools that could hold more pupils. 
He did not wish to cut salaries', but he 
thought the trustees could reduce their 
estimates. Tile main point wus that 
the number of teachers had Increased 
too rapidly in proportion lo the in- 
crease of pupils. 

Trustee Huggett stated that one 
reason for the Increase In the number 
of teachers was the introduction of the 
manual training course in the high 
school. The trustees bad 1 gone over 
the estimates very carefully and they 
could not see their way clear to make 
a reduction and still keep up the satis- 
factory standard of schools. 

Aid Yates wished to know if the 
trustees had declined to furnish a de- 
tailed estimate. 

•\ld Hall wished to know if the 
Standard had in any way decreased 
since 1902. , ,, , 

Trustee Huggett stated m reply that 
the leaching staff of the public schools 
was just about the same. '1 he in- 
crease was in the high school. 

Aid. Douglas thought that the ques- 
tion of allowing pupils to remain in 
the high school as long as they wished 
should be looked Into. 

Aid Fell wished to know what was 
the average for it class in the high 
school. , . t 

Superintendent Eaton stated that 
the classes were arranged according to 
the attainments of the scholars. 
Mayor Morley Acgneved 

Mnvnr Morley was of the opinion that 
the trustees hail acted in a very dis- 
courteous manner in not giving a uouui- 
ed estimate as asked for and from the 
remarks of the chairman of the ■board ol 
school trustees ho was le (ItO behove that 
the trustees did not look into the nillinCOH 
•is closely as the -aldermen. In answer 
to tkwr request for a detailed statement 
the hoard had replied thai the conn-il 
could find it in tin" files at the city ha". 
Thai wus a very discourteous answer, 
and in his opinion they might be answer- 
ed in the same manner, lie had been in 
consultation with two of the aldermen 
from Vancouver, and one <ii them hail 
said the subject was a burning question, 
and was one that should he thoroughly 
considered. Another remark from the 
Vancouver aldermen was that there 
wore too many "frills' - being put on edu- 
cation in British Columbia. This was 
also his opinion regarding the lilgii 
School and he thought that many of 
them cmld be cut off. He was of the 
opinion that before another year the 
matter of finances between the school 
board and the council would he settled 
in u manner that would not require to 
bo discussed as at present. In view of 
his remarks he would again request the 
trustees to furilisn a detailed list of the 
estimates within the nesl twenty-four 
hours. 

Trustee Huggett asked if it was only 
for salaries or of the whole estimate? 

Mayor .Morley though! il was as well 
known to the trustees as ii was to the 
council. 

Trustee '.Mowat wised to know if the 
board of Aldermen wished to have

Trustee Jay I hough l that the school 
trustees had boon wrongly accused of 
discourtesy, lie was of the opinion Ihul 
the board of aldermen would be no near- 
er n solution of the dilliculty even if they 
were given a detailed statement. Me 
thought that il was impossible for the 
trustees to make a list of every little 
expenditure. 

Trustee Huggett was of the opinion 
that Aid. Hall 

Had Completely Changed 
since be was on tile board. 

Trustee Miss Cameron was very sorry 
to see Mayor Morley take the arbitrary 
stand that he had done. In referring to 
the list of estimates which was hand- 
ed to die trustees as a sample, she 
thought the trustees had furnished a 
more complete one. She was very sorry 
that the mayor had taken the very high 
stand of refusing lo take back what 
was practically an insult. 

Mayor Morley did not see anything to 
lake back. Ho had intended no insult, 
but wns still of the opinion that the trus- 
tees hail acted in a very discourteous 
manner. 

Routine Business 

A communication was received from 
the British Columbia Electric Hallway 
Company asking for street lines on 
Menzles and St. Louis streets. 

The request will be granted. 

James A. Bland of the Victoria Hor- 
ticultural Sociofv asked that the coun- 
cil consider a request for a grant to 
that society in dealing with the esti- 
mates. 

Referred to the finance committee. 

The W. C. T. U. requested that the 
city grunt a monthly sum to go 
towards the maintenance of the mis- 
sion hall on Yates street. The com- 
munication was laid on the table. 

The report of the police commission- 
ers, recommending the appointment of 
an assistant to deal with the clerical 
work in the ollice of the chief of police, 
was adopted. 

Aid. Stewart drew attention to the 
fact that the scavenger by-law was 
not being enforced. 

Mayor Morley promised to look Into 
tho mutter. 

Mayor Morley then brought up the 
question of street sprinkling. He had 
been requested to act in tho matter, 
but had understood that Aid. Vincent 
was in communication with Mr. Sper- 
ling on the mutter. He would like to 



have the correspondence laid before 
the council. 

A Private Letter 

Aid. Vincent replied that It. was a 
private letter and ho did not Intend to 
lay it before the council. 

Mayor Morley — Any correspondence 
dealing with city business must be 
laid before the council and no member 
of the board has a right to write per- 
sonal letters on city business. 

Aid. Vincent — I can write private 
letters to whoever I nlease, and no 
one will stop me. I have a perfect 
right to write to Mr. Sperling about 
street sprinkling If I desire to do f.o. 

Aid. Stewart stated that the ques- 
tion of street sprinkling had been 
taken up by Engineer Topp with the 
streets committee, and Aid. Fullerton 
had taken the question out of his 
management before it had been prop- 
erly discussed. 

Mayor .Morley— It still appears to mo 
thut 'Aid. Vincent was dealing with city 
business when ho wrote to Mr. Sperling. 
Am l right or wrong? 

API. Vincent-r-Yon are wrong. 

Aid Fell thought the correspondence 
would be produced at the proper time, 
lie had written all over Canada on city 
business, unit had received replies widen 
be did not Intend to put before Hie coun- 
cil, lie moved that tenders be called tor 
Street sprinkling, ami Aid. Vincent sug- 
gested that a conference no arranged witu 
.Mr. Sperling to discuss tho question, 
which' was carried.

Hi3 Worship stated that Air. Wood anil 
Mr. Van Sunt hud waited on lilin regard- 
ing the payment of a monthly rent for 
the market 'building.

14.— R. P. Schweriii, 
vice president and general manager of 
tho Pacific Mail and Steamship Com- 
pany, whoso business rob>hms with the 
people of China have been intimate for 
more than a dozen years, regards tlio 
situation in China with grave apprehen- 
sion. He considers the manifestations 
of disorder as primarily anti-American, 
hut with the sentiment of •'China for the 
Chinese." underlying the eruptions, the 
trouble is certain, in his opinion, to 
spread and become an anti-foreign up- 
rising that will make all other nationali- 
ties excepting tlio Japanese the object of 
attack.

ISLAND MINING 

MAN INTERVIEWED 



Hon, Henry Cecil Tells of Some 
Mining Ventures In Brit- 
ish Columbia. 



O.'he Montreal Herald in u recent is- 
sue had the following: 

There arrived at the Windsor this 
morning on his way through to British 
Columbia one of the most striking and 
interesting personalities in the mining 
world today. 

This was the Hon. Henry Cecil, min- 
ing engineer, the celebrated mining 
cousin of tin? Marquis of Salisbury, 
whose adventurous life on nearly every 
important mining field in the world 
would make one of the most interesting 
volumes every written. 

He left London ten days ttgd, as the 
elections were drawing to a (dose, after 
tile news had come of the defeat of his 
kinsman, Mr. Balfour, in Manchester, 
and of Mr. Chamberlain's triumph at 
Birmingham, and the practically uni- 
versal ruin of the party. 

Mr. Cecil crossed the Atlantic by the 
last Cunnrder, and came up from New 
York by the New York Central. It in 
owing to the express being an hour 
late that Mr. Cecil missed his connec- 
tion with the ('. I'. Ii. train for the Pa- 
cific, and is spending the day in Mon- 
treal. 

In an interview with the Herald at 
the Windsor hotel, (so6n after his arrival 
he stated that his business at the Pacific 
coast at. the present time is in connec- 
tion with the cornier mines on Vancou- 
ver Island, in which he and other capi- 
talists are largely interested. 
. "Copper," he said, "works like magic 
on the minds of the British investors to- 
day. The electrification of railways has 
created an unprecedented demand for 
cooper, and has- given a stimulus to the 
mining industry .such as it has never 
known." 

It will he remembered that the mining 
•camp had a powerful fascination over 
the mind of the late Marquis of Salis- 
bury, who spent some of his earlier 
years weighing it in the Australian gold 
mines in Ballaraf and Bcudigo. 

Mining Has Powerful Fascination 
Over this cousin the miuing Held has 
had a more powerful fascination still, 
i. ike the late Marquis he has had min- 
ing experience in Australia, was among 
■the first in the Coolgnrdie gold rush in 
western Australia in the early nineties, 
was among the foremost pioneers in the 
.Yukon in 18!)T. and has been engaged 
for two years and a half in the develop- 
ment of copper properties in Vancouver 
Island. 

These experiences may he presumed 
to "ire him a title to speak with author- 
ity on mining matters, and it is as a 
practical mining man that he prefers to 
ppeak without regard to his family con- 
nections. 

But. while he would prefer to appear 
as a plain mining man, he could hardly 
if he tried, deny his race, for the Cecil 
characteristics are strong upon him — 
form, face, speech, all hear the stamp, 
lineaments of the face, the strong firm 
jaw, the massive build, even the slight 
-stoop — all denote the race. 

But Mr. Cecil would discuss neither 
his family affiliations nor political ties, 
nor the fate of the parties — being full of 
-want he regards as of far more import- 
ance to the world today — the relations 
between the development of copper audi 
the electrification of railways. 

"The great fact in the mining world." 
hi' said, "is that copper lias come into 
its kingdom and so long as electricity 
continues to be the greatest world power | 
the reign of con»or will last." 

"When 1 left British Columbia for 
London seven months ago," said Mr. 
Cecil, "copper was worth £50 a ton in 
London. 

"When 1 left London ten days ago," j 
he added, "copper was selling al f.7!> 
per ton. That is simply the rough cup- 
per. The price of manufactured cop- 1 
copper is from £S,~> to £90, The demand 
for clipper is far in excess of the supply 
and it will continue to be so for a long 
lime. 

"Now, what I want In tell you, and 
What I would like to impress upon the 
Canadian people, is that there is no 
country in the world that has been en- 
dowed by nature wiih such an exceed- 
ing abundance of copper as Canada. 
Vancouver Island Right in It 
Von lind ii in combination with gold: 

you lind it in c blnution with silver: 

you liml ii in combination wiih lead, and 
you lind ii in many other combinations 
that 1 need not specify. 

"Mow, whatever else you may have in 
connect inn with electricity you inns! have 
COppcr wire for I lie single reason thai 
it is the best economic conductor of the 'If 
electric current. Silver might be as ef- 
fective but silver would be far more 
costly. 

"In London itself the conversion of 
the iruiisii systems Into electric railways 
both above and below the ground has 
created a great local demand for copper 
there, but the demand is not confined to 
London. It extends to every country in 
the world. 

"It is not merely a present demand, 
b.ul il will continue so long as electricity 
is used for transportation purposes for 
i ne simple reason thai copper requires 



constant renewal. It is very rapidly 
used up by the current." 

"Do you anticioate that British Co- 
lumbia will play a considerable part in 
copper production. 1 am confident of if. 
.. out lias been done as yet may be said 
to he but a few surface sera tellings as 
compared with what will be done within 
the next few years. 

"The development is greatest in the 
Boundary district because it is nearest 
the United States nnd American capital 
went into it. more readily than elsewhere, 
but English capital is now coining out 
freely for the development of other parts 
of British Columbia. The British invest- 
ors have cot over the shaking they had 
when the Whitakor Wright crash camu 
and confidence in Canada has hi en com- 
pletely restored." 

Mr. Cecil stated that there are two 
smelters at work in Vancouver Island. 
One is the Lndysmith and the other 
the Croftou and the two combined are 
treating about 850 tons of copper a day, 
one turning out copper matte and the 
other having a converter which is cap- 
able of turning out blister copper. 

Part of Mr. Cecil s plans is to en- 
leavor to get the copner which is new

The United States senate has passed 
the shipping hill which authorizes sub- 
sidies for thirteen steamship hues, four 
on the Pacillc, and this will have a 
great, bearing on the shipping industry 
in this ocean. The Boston Steamship 
company will build a new liner for ser- 
vice with the Tromont and Shawmut, 
and it is probable that the Hill Hue will 
be increased US a result of the subsidies 
being granted, The bill provides for u 
naval reserve similar to that on the 
British subsidized liners, and does not 
exclude Chinese from the deck crews of 
Steamers given subsidies. The bill, 
among other things, provides that a mail 
service shall he established' from Puget 
Sound and from the Columbia river co 
Japan, China and the Philippines ou 
United States steamers of 13 knots or 
more, for a monthly service The max- 
imum compensation not to exceed $210,- 
000 a year and for a fortnightly service, 
£420,000 In advocating the adoption of 
the amendment to this effect. Senator 
Fulton explained that it will increase 
the number of steamship lines on the 
I'aeiiio coast and will give to the North 
Pacific const a fair share of the ben- 
efits under the law Without this 
amendment it would have been possi- 
ble to give all the Pacific subsidies, save 
possibly one, to lines running from Sun 
Francisco. 

The bill also increases the subvention 
to the Oceanic line between San Fran- 
cisco and Australia, which is in opposi- 
tion to the Canadian Australian Steam- 
ship line. This line 1 is 

To Bo Improved 
un nnouneeinent to that effect contin- 
gent upon the increase just granted, 
having been made some time ago. This 
improvement will doubtless hurry the 
Canadian-Australian line to make the 
much needed improvements to its ser- 
vice, it' a full proportion of the trade 
is to be secured, and it will also be 
necessary ere. long to improve the Em- 
press line; to the Orient in keeping with 
the ndvauco which bids fair to take 
place in view of the granting of tlif 
United States subsidies to the United 
States lines running on the North Pa- 
ciflo to Oriental ports It is expected 
that before long announcement will he 
made of the proposed construction of 
larger steamers for the O. P. R. Orien- 
tal service.

No doubt this new de- 
parture is suggested in a measure by 
the always growing popularity of the'

mand luxurious traveling conveniences, 
quick service, ami abundant accommo- 
dation, and this is what the San Fran- 
cisco line is now disposed to offer. At 
any rate, this seems to bo the idea in 
tin? minds of the owners or the line; 
stimulated, no doubt, by the provision al- 
ready made 

For the Improvement 
of the Canadian service. 

With regard to tin- proposed British 
Columbia-New Zealand line, for which 
a subsidy lias been granted by both 
Canada and New Zealand, the Sydney 
newspaper says with regard to the line: 

"Canada is to give a subsidy of £10,- 
000 per annum for three years, while 
New Zealand is apparently pledged to 
pay a similar sum for only one year — 
a disparity which may he explainable 
by the keen interest the Dominion gov- 
ernment has generally shown in devel- 
oping the Australian connection, or the 
greater expectation of benefit from 
trade on that side. What the prospects 
of trade may be at either end. however, 
is a matter of conjecture. Tlie dissim- 
ilar circumstances of the? two countries,, 
both in products ami seasons, ought to 
be favorable to considerable exchange* 
between Canada and Australia, but on 
the present Vancouver line expectation 
of that has not been fulfilled. A good 
deal of

is carried, but comparative!) Utile Aus- 
tralian, and although some eastern Can- 
adian commodities come in American 
boats, the whole volume of trade is not 
encouragingly large. The New Zealand 
line will also run to the western coast 
of Canada, so that the rather curious 
speetacde will be presented of a New 
Zealand company providing steam con- 
nection between Australia and Vancou- 
ver without touching the colony itself, 
which will have a separate service. It 
is in western Canada, however, that the 
chances of finding a market are best. 
But when found the next thing is to 
get into it. The Canadian tariff was 
devised to keep imports out, and al- 
though there are some commodities 
which Now Zealand might pay freight 
on and still compete with local produc- 
tion, immediately that was proved to ho 
practicable the Canadian protectionists, 
who are mostly in the more populous, 
and therefore more politically powerful, 
east, would demand an increase in the 
tariff on the ground that, it was not serv- 
ing I lie purpose it was intended for. 
New Zealand fiscal policy being based 
on much the same principle, the same 
thing would happen there if Canadian 
produce begun to pour in.

The Brithih ship Pass of Killie- 
crankie, Captain Vint, and the Silber- 
horn passed In yesterday, the former 
being a ship well known because of 
the lives saved by its crew and the 
latter' becauso or her stay for four 
years and a half In the mud at Oak- 
land while her owners waited for the 
freight rates to advance. The Pass 
of Killiecrankie is the vessel which 
succored the sealers of the schooner 
Penelope when that vessel was lost 
near Neah Bay a tew years ng", and 
which picked up tlie crew of the lost 
British ship Deudraoth Castle and 
landed them at Concepcion when en 
route to Port Bos Angeles, whence tlie 
vessel came to Victoria. The Deu- 
draethe Castle's last voyage was full 
of trouble, and the abandonment seems 
the logical ending of a chapter of 
disaster. She left the United King- 
dom for Currizal. She was next heard 
from at Montevideo, into which port 
she put in distress. She was re- 
paired, and on August S resumed her 
voyage. She met off Cape Horn 
storms fiercer than she could weather, 
and on September 16 sought refuge at 
Port Stanley, Falkland Islands. Here 
again she made repairs, and on Octo- 
ber 10 set sail once more for Carrlzal. 
And then came word Troiii Concepcion, 
Chili, that after all the repairing the 
Deudraoth Castle hud been abandoned' 
at sea. The Deudraeth Castle was a 
vessel or 1,824 tons. She was built In 
1SSG at Belfast, by Harland & Wo!ie.
